Return Expected 


THE CIRCUMSTANCE that s^es a 


number of wealthy candidates running 
for important office this year in the 
United States only points up anew a 
great problem: how to finance political 
campaigns to assure the highest stand- 
ards in government. Everyone knows 
that with the use of television in poli- 
tics and the rising cost of almost every 
other phase of campaigning, the money 


- needed for a really all-out effort is con- 


siderable. Today the principal sources 
of big funds are in fact just two—Big 
Business and Big Labor. 
\ 


AND IT GOES without saying that 


if the contributions they make are large 
enough, they expect a return if the can- 
didate they help is a winner. No mat- 
ter how honest and independent a man 
may wish to be and try to be, he may 
find himself the victim of subtle, almost 
unconscious pressures when voting on 
legislation which affects those who aid- 
ed him. Consequently the present sys- 
tem is widely recognized as a bad one. 
The necessary ideal is that we elect to 
high public office men who feel no spec- 
ial pressures but are guided instead by 
the general interest cither of their spe- 
cific constituency or the nation as a 
whole. Since the beneficiaries of good 
government and able legislators are the 
people themselves, it would seem fair 
and fitting that they, taken in the broad, 
shoulder the burden of financing cam- 
paigns. There is this season an admir- 
able voluntary effort under way to 
achieve that objective, 'the American 
Heritage Foundation's program to pay 
for campaigns through wide solicitation 
of dollar contributions from millions of 
American citizens. 


BUT IT HAS NOT been shown yet 


that the general response will be suffi- 
cient to lick the problem. Reports from 
around the country as the campaigning 
goes into usually crucial October arc 
that most candidates drawing heavy 
funds are getting them from the cus- 
tomary sources. The "broad base" sys- 
tem of small contributions deserves a 
full trial. But if it should bring inade- 
quate results, Americans undoubtedly 
will have to begin thinking seriously 
again of the idea that the federal gov- 
ernment use taxpayers' money to fin- 
ance political campaigns at all levels. 
The alternative may be more and more 
to populate the goovcrnmcnt of this 
country with men and women who are 
not their own masters. And this is no 
way to run a republic.

Diet. Is A Key 


CONSIDER TWO related 
facts. 


One is that various physical problems 
of old ago, including even such things 
as scnilo blindness and to some extent 
poor memory, can be minimized by 
proper diet. The other is that many 
old persons do not have the nutritional 
knowledge or financial resources to 
assure that they will have the kind of 
foods they need. These facts add up to 
one of the quiet, but nonetheless poig- 
nant, tragedies of old age. When people 
become old they often lose interest in 
making sure that their diet is adequate. 
In many cases, this indifference is 
complimated by the failure to realize 
that anything is wrong with the diet. 
And then there is the disturbing fact 
that many old people do not have an 
income that will provide enough nutri- 
tious food. There is nothing new about 
Ihis problem, but there arc two new 
factors that should heighten interest in 
it. The percentage of aged persons in 
our population is steadily rising. For- 
tunately, knowledge about how proper 
diet cnn improve the health and men- 
tal outlook of the aged is also on the 
increase. 
This knowledge should be 


.-ipplicd on a much broader scale than 
at present In a society as wealthy as 
ours, no citizen in his or her declining 
years 
should 
be 
denied 
sufficient 


healthful food to make those years as 
rewarding as they can be.

WASHINGTON <NEA> — Chin- 


ese Communist Premier Chou 
Enlai's most recent blast against 
the United States is for giving 
"Sidewinder" guided missiles to 
the 
Chinese 
Nationalist 
Air 


Force. This was both a confes- 
sion and a testimonial on the ef- 
fectiveness of this U. S. Navy- 
developed weapon, now tested in 
combat for the first time. 


Premier Chou's complaint was 


also confirmation of meager re- 
ports from Formosa that a small 
flight of Nationalist planes had 
attacked a much larger Chinese 
Communist air force, shooting 
down 
10 of the 
Russian-built 


MIGs without loss of a single 
Nationalist plane. 


Secret 
of 
the Sidewinder's 


deadly accuracy is its unique in- 
ternal guidance system. It is not 
guided by radar, as arc most 
missiles, but by an infrared ray 
device, sensitive to heat. 


This enables the Sidewinder to 


feel out the heat of the exhaust 
from enemy jet aircraft. The 
missile guidance system 
then 


locks on this blast heal wave 
and follows it. 


IT CAN TRACK the plane 


through evasive actions of turn- 
ing and diving until it homes on 
the target and destroys it. The 
guidance system is so sensitive 
that it can shoot a flare pot off 
the winfi of a conventional drone 
target plane. 


One further advantage of the 


infrared guidance system is thnt 
it cannot be jammed by enemy 
radar. 


Sidewinders arc carried under 


the wings of fighter 
aircraft. 


They arc fired by the pilot after 
ho sights his enemy. He "aims" 
his own plane in the general di- 
rection of the target, using an 
automatic computer that gives 
him the correct lead. He fires 
when target is within range. 


Range of the Sidewinder is 


still classified, 
hut 
it is de- 


scribed ns relatively short. It 
can, however, operate at alti- 
tudes up to 50.000 feet — about 
nine miles. 


Its speed is described as "fast 


enough to catch any jet aircraft 
now in the skies." This is over 
1.200 m.p.h. 


SIDEWINDER is a relatively 


small, light, simple and inexpen- 
sive missile. It is nine feet long. 


its body six inches in diameter, 
and it weighs 165 pounds. 


It is not a new missile: this 


is just its first use in combat. 
Development was begun in 1950. 
It was operational in 1956 and 
assigned to two naval aviation 
squadrons of the Sixth and Sev- 
enth Fleets. It was demonstrat- 
ed to ' reporters at China Lake 
(Calif.) Ordnance Test Station in 
1957. 


Last January, Dr. William B. 


McLean, technical director of the 
station, was given $25,000 incen- 
tive award for its development. 
The missile's name was taken 
from the deadly sidewinder rat- 
tlesnakes which abound near 
China Lake. 


U. S. Air Force has also adopt- 


ed Sidewinder missiles for some 
of its fighter units. And they have 
been supplied to Chinese Na- 
tionalist aircraft under the U. S. 
assistance 
and 
training pro- 


grams. '

Muffle, Muffle, Also Trouble 


WASHINGTON — Let us con- 


sider today the horrid stuff, run- 
ning largely to a fine spray of 
sulphuric and hydrochloric acids, 
that puffs from the mufflers of 
modern automobiles. 


No.wonder Los Angeles is wor- 


ried about its smog. This is the 
mist that not only -irritates eyes 
and throats, but cats holes in 
zinc-plated steel. 


A few days back I mentioned 


the startling fact that when the 
muffler on my car got holes in it, 
I discovered that I had not one 
muffler, but four. Getting them 
replaced cost $84. 


NOW COMES J. P. McSorlcy of 


the AP Parts Corporation, Toledo. 
Ohio, the world's largest manu- 
facturer of replacement mufflers, 
with word on why one muffler 
seldom will do any more. Some 
cars carry six. I'm lucky to have 
only four, two on each side. 


McSorley sent along an,analysis 


by N. J. Osborn. the firm's chief 
engineer, who said there is so 
much machinery beneath today's 
cars and they ride so close to the 
ground that there simply isn't 
enough room for a muffler big 
enough to handle the exhausts 
from their 350-horsepower en- 
gines. So they carry a number of 
smaller mufflers, connected by 
pipes. 


THIS STILL wouldn't be so 


bad, if mufflers only lasted a 
while. Osborn's doing his best 
with thicker steel and plating of 
zinc 'or aluminum, but these now 
engines arc muffler-ruiners. 


Today's mufflers rust out much 


faster than those of a few years 
ago. Osborn said, because their 
engines are more efficient. 


They turn more of their heat 


into power than they did in the 
past and run so much cooler that 
the moisture in their exhausts 
condenses in the mufflers 
as 


liquid. This still wouldn't be so 


bad. he said, were it not for the 
fact that the new cars require 
new gasolines and these produce 
sulphuric and hydrochloric acids, 
which pass with the water vapor 
into the exhausts.

EVERY gallon of gasoline burn- 


ed in the modern engine produces 
more than a gallon of liquid in the 
form of vapor, Osborn continued.

OSBORN added that aluminum 


mufflers aren't so good'. They re- 
sist the acids, all right, but they 
don't take the banging they get 
from the rocks batting around 
under the chassis. Stainless steel 
mufflers work fine, too, but they 
cost six or eight times more than 
present ones of coated steel. One 
other scheme to lengthen muffler 
life is to design them so they get 
hot all over, without cold spots to 
help condensation. 


ALL THIS explains, what's hap- 


pening inside mufflers, all right, 
and I'm glad to pass along the 
news, but I'd still like a motor 
car with one muffler which would 
last two years and cost maybe 
$10 to replace. This would call for 
a low-powered, inefficient hot en- 
gine to be run on old-style, low 
octane gasoline. 


I'd even go for that. I bet the 


Mayor of Los Angeles would, too. 
In the old days, when engines got 
hot and mufflers didn't rust out. 
smog wasn't much of a problem 
to him.

WHEN THE HULA hoop craie finally 


burns itself out in an epidemic of dislocated 
hips, the fad makers of America might look 
into blimp walking as a replacement item. 


Bizarre, time-consuming, dandy escap- 


ism for old and young, blimp walking could 
become bigger than bingo. Bird walking 
and girl walking aren't even, in the same 
league. 


I was introduced to this little known 


sport when assigned to cover, the recent.. / 
flight of the Navy blimp, "Snow Goose," ti;J 
the North Pole region. 


The first of several lessons took place 


on a gravel runway in the" Arctic with-pot 
holes deep as oil drums, mud like an inch- 
thick layer of peanut butter and puffles cold- ' 
er than a muskox's metatarsal. 


It takes 50 men. 15 on each of the two 


forward mooring lines and 10-each on the 
lines amidship to nuzzle along the block, 
long silver bag puffed up with more than 
a million cubic feet of helium. - 


BLIMP WALKING is done in two direc. 


lions: toward the mooring mast or away 
from it, depending on where you want to 
go and where the wind wants to take you. 
Frequently these aims are in conflict. Then 
you either drag the blimp or it drags you. 


It's a little like trying to get an elephant 


through a subway turnstile .with a bent 
token.

Blimps are not exactly flown like a kite. 


They have engines for taking' off and land- 


• ing. but their mastadonic 'dimensions require 
some chaperoning. 


The technique is similar to berthing a 


big ocean liner: lines are cast off and grab- 
bed and everyone hopes for the best. 


"SNOW GOOSE." always seemed to ob- 


ject to being led by the noose on a leash. 


Upon Cornwallis Island. 500 miles above 


the Arctic Circle, she threw a takeoff tan- 
trum and veered off the runway into a ditch. 


Her right front landing gear held fast in 


the permanent frost beneath the.mud, and 
a distinguished ground handling crew, volun- 
teers all carefully selected. by the Navy 
pronoun pool: "You, you and you," set about 
extricating her. 


The party included, among others, a

NEW YORK-Jim Garner, known all 


well to Ed Sullivan and Steve Alien-as "B 
Maverick." is not only a competition-killer 
and a lady-killer. He also is reputed to ba 
a reformed ne'er do well, a rejuvenated 
Huck Finn, a lately bum. 


"Sweetheart." he said, chewing amiably 


on a straw out of his orange juice, "they've 
got that all wrong. I was'lazy, yes. but 
always a lovable American Boy through it 
all. 


"I was a beatnik before they had tho 


name. And you know what beatniks arc? I 
feel they arc the most aimless, immature 
people in the world—creating nothing, exist- 
ing, doing nothing for the sake of doing 
nothing — the biggest conformists in tho 
world because they've banded together to 
be non-confirmists." 


GARNER GRINNED and explained 


cooly that this is the way he was for 25 
years before he discovered acting. He quit 
school because he wasn't interested.
